~—The largest assemblage of spectators seen at
a cricket matoh in this vicinity since the advent
of the All Eu jland Eleven in 18569 was in stiend-
suce on the '.{. George grounds, Hudsou City,
yesterday, to receive the Enghsh cricketers on
the occaslon of thelr Hrst Appearsnce on thas
visit in.a ma'ch in this country,

The game began at 12°20, the English Eleven
having won |ﬁe toes, eending Humplirey aud
Jupp to the bal, Norley ara Harry Wright
handiiog the ball. Humphrey opened the game
by stoppine Norley's strajght one for w malden
oter, Jupp being the first to score, s leg hit for
two off Harry Wrght belng the tirst scoring
done. In the third over from Wright, Hum-

hiey popped one into Norley's hauds at slip,
gul. the bail was diopped, and toe “little 'un”
from Surrey bad alile given him, The next over,
however ﬁarr; sept him a beauty, which
mastered him, and he retited lor five in favor

ol Bmith, the frst wicket falliug for nine, two

of which were byes, the right mau not belpg in

the right place at long stop, thal proving 1o be
the weak point of the Twenty-1wo's deld in this

Inning, Jupp sud SBmwith soon got in well

together, and the ecore gradunlly but surely

begun  to ivervase, Jupp had obtained
twelve and Smith ofteen, aud twenty ruuns bad
been ecored off Harry for one wicket, when
he give place to Butterfeld, but still no chauge
was effected In the way of getting wickets, hoth
the batsmen showine a masterly detense against
excellent bowling, Finally after the score had
been ron up to forly-tive, of which Smith had
oblmined twenty-two, Smith shippad a ball from
Norley on bis bails, and reiirea, bis score being
marked by two leg hits for three cach—one to
the ropes, and five twos, clhiefly sharp hits, Lo
leg.

being in for over an hour. The Yorkshireman
o?rned play with a beauty to leg for three, and
added four twos before be left, Norley bowling
him with a tr'mmer. Norley especially distin-
guisbgd hiwselfl on this ocoasion, Freeman now
came in, and be, too, led off with a splendid bit
to the enstern corner of the ground, the hit
yieldiog bim thvee easily. Pooley, In the inte-
rim, had rapidly run up eighteen, marked by a
three and four twos, all beauties to leg, aod
these two were 1u for a long pull togeth r, when
“lime” was called and stumps were drawn, We

His letter purports to have been written in
my presence, and pretends to give a detalled
report of & long conversation with me, but the
lact e, that neither of these suppositions is
true, The letter was not written ln my pres
scnee, and although he promised to show it to
me, 0 that I might huve an opportunity to cor-
1ect any errors before It wae sent off, he utterly
failed to do #o, aud I had no kaowledge what
the letter contained until I saw 1t in print, As
a report of what I really said to him, it is in-
correct in many lnporiaut particulars. It puts
slatements in my mouth which I never made,
and It colors others 20 as to change their meau-
ing emtirely, For instance, Isald to him in
repard toihe Ku-Klox Klian {hat I knaw nothing
positively of 1its organizalion, strengib, or
objects, but that I was informed that its parpose
was the protection of the people from lnjury,
and that T was, so far at leass in sympathy with
it. Allthe other assertions In regard to this
organization which he puts into my mouth were
derived from some other person,.r are lhe
fubrications of bis own brain,

I eald to Lim lurther, that 1 did not thluk that
the single fact of calling out the militin woald
bring on & civil war in this State, provided the
militia acted in accordance with the existing
laws of the State and the dictates of rea<on and
humwapity; but if they attempted to carry oat
the views of the Governor, as I underitood
them, by shooting down all men whom they
migbt suspect of belunging to the Ku-Klux
Klan, or any otber orgapization, and if the Goy-
cruor gbould proclsmim martial law in any part
of the Blate, and attempt to enforce it, then, that
in such a state of aflnirs, civil war would be
lnevitable, and that the people wounld rise up to
put an end 10 such outrages and usurpa‘ions:
aud that in 1his event, T thought that 40,000 or
60,000 men in this 8:ate would rise ia defense of
their right, 1 did not, however, meuntion the
Ku-Klux Klan in this conncotion: in fact T was
very cautious in what 1 said to Wood-
ward on this or other subjec's, us 1
sugpected that he would not report me
fairly. 1 am satiefied now that he was
sent bere for the purpoge of drawing me into a
conversation »o that he might misrepresent
what I sald, and thus moke some politieal
capital out ot it. 1 regret that [ alluwn«& him to
talk to me at all, but 1 eannot feel that | am
reeponsible for the misrepresentations of which
he bas been guilty., Ifail that I have said on
political questions was reported correctly, |
fhould thiuk there would be pothingz found in
it which would injure the Democratic party op
the cause of the South, [ have, bowever, in
all cases, attempled to speak but for myself,
and no psity or person is responsible for what
1 baye said. While I think thut many of the
?rcscnt laws of this State are unconstitutional,

am, and have ever been ready to support and
obey them, believing as Ido Wliat it is better to
submitdothem for a time thau to attempt to
resist them untll they ean be repaaled by legitl-

Ishmael Hhon Aga Mahommed,

By the death of Ishmael Ehan Aga Mahommed,
which occurred on the 48th of Anguast last, the
theatres of Paris lose one of their oldest and
wost devoted patrons, and the public are bereft
of a favorite subject ol curious speculation, For
more than forly years this eccentric Persian
gentleman had been a famillar object in the
Frepch capital, which he was never known to
leave, even for a day; but althourh every species
of ivquiry concerning his origin and aute-
cedents was exhausted, little could badiscovered
beyond the faets that he lived in toe Rue
Rivoll, opposite the Tolleries; that he po:-
seveed un abundant income, and that he
waé animated by an uncopiroliable pas-
sion for the drama. He could be seen
every evenlug at the opers house or i\hes-
are, conspicucusly seated 1o one ol the fauteuils
of the first gullery (dress circle), ealmly intent
on the performunce, and totally inditfersut to
the copstaut ecrutiny of his nelghbors, for
which, indeed, his sumptuoas Oriental costume
and majestic personal appearance were sufficient
excosesd, He was wlways alone, sod was never
known to converse with any person, excepting
under pressure of necessity. The wmystery
which surrounded bim naturdlly attracted the
attention of jourmaiiste, and for many years
‘“The Persian” was o cheri-hed topie for Tanciful
feuilletonistes, He was iutroduced into more
then one dramatic ‘‘revue,” and, it is suid,
always wilnessed the wimic representations
of 1lmnel( with grave imperturbability,
belraying no sign  either of amusement
or \spleasure, Mery, the romanie-
writer, 1n o fantustio sketch, assumed that “The
Persinn” wasove of the aucient race of fire-
worshippere, and that the cause of his persistent
attendauce at the theatre wes a religious deter-
mination to submit himselt each pight to the
rurlfymg infloences of chandeliers snd foot
izhie, His troe history, however, remained
undiscovered. His domestic 1le was one of
strict eeclusion, snd of Iste yewrs he even re-
fused to receive letters Irom any *ource., The
only visitors admitted to him were wembers of
the Eoglish and Persian Legations, aod with
these he was mot upon terms ol familiarity, In
a simpleand oppretending way he sssisted the
publio charities ol his newhborhood, bat never

ermitied bimself to be recoguized as a bene-
acter of the poor. Hws chiet desire 1n life
keenied to be to shroud himself in \mpeneirable
secreqy.

Bince his death little light bas been thrown
upon his history, Accordig to the Secretary
ot the Perglun Legation, he was \bhe sou of a
distinguwhed Oriental diplomutist, who having
been sent, abour three-quarters of a century ago
by the Bhah ol Per<la, on # mission 1o the
Epelish authorities at Bombay, was accidentally
killed there in a riot caused by the wanton
oarelessness of some English officlals, The in-
flurnce ol the Bush was sufficient to obtain for
the son a penslon of L5000 sterling, which was
n»nlari{tmu-mtued 1o lsmeel Kbap st Paris,
duting the last forty yenrs of bis lite. Of bis
previous caresr nothing bns been revealed, and
the causes of bis long ex:le from bome and of
Els peculisr hubits of life iu Paris remaln un-

nuwhe,

Three Hundred and Foriy-Six Towns
Henrd From-Republican Majority
21,214,

Spectat Despefeh to tha Rvening Telepraph,
Avcusta, Me,, Bepl, 17.—Betlums have been

received from 846 eities, towns, and planta-

tione, embracing all the State incorporated for
election purposes, with the exception of abont
ore hundred small places, which will not swell
tbe majority materially. These returus are
mostly official, and show that in the 846 towns
there bas been cast a totul vote of 121 200, Gov-

ernor Chamberlain having a majority of 21,214

over Mr. Pillsbury, This msjority is above the

estimate of the Blate Republican Commitiee.

Owing to the urvexpectedly large incrense of the

Republicsn vole in the emaller towns, the re

waining towns may bring the total vote up to

177,000, and give & Republican majority of be-

tween 22,000 and 23,000,

The Senate will be unanimously Republican,
with the exception of the delegation from Knox
connty, where the Democrats were elected, The
Democrats will be stronger in numbers in the
House ol Representatives than they were last
winter, while in the list of the members elect
but one or tw¥o names of Democrats of ‘any pro-
minence 1o pubhe life can be found,

The Ministerial Crisis at an End—-Genes
rial Loznda Concentrating His Forces
Agualnst Juarcz,

Havaxa, Bept. 17.—We lave advices from
Mexico cily by telegraph to Vera Cruz to Sep,
tember 12, The preliminary meeting of Congress
was atlended by a quorum. The wminlisterial
crisls Is ended, as two votes on the SBupreme
Court—those of Justices Palucio and Velasco—
